Onthe 25d of January, 1864,
the rogiment left for Willinwsburg, Va., where
it rowained until April 8, In February it par- |
ticipaied dn the expedition to Boltows Bridge.
Iu this mouth Co. G was detached for duty on
the Lasteru Shore of Virginia., The regiment |
returtied to Portsmouth in April, and was bri- |
paded with the 1st District of Columbia, 3d N.
Y. aud 5th Pa.

Op May 5, 1864, the Stony Creck bLridge was
destroyed, the Nottoway bridge burned wpd the
enemy dofonted st Jarrcit's Station, Loss of
the regiment, oue man killed, ten men and
Lieut, 'rud’homme (at present Professor at the
Nuwval Acsdemy ut Aunupolis) woundod, Dur-
fog this raid the ragiment marched 300 miles in |
six duys. On the 24th the cogagemont at Flat
Ureok Bridge took place, in which Liout,
Bobhriver was Killed. The results of this cxpe-
dition was the destruction of & large amonnt
of ruilrond track on the Danville, South Bide
& Weldon Railroad, and rebel Government
property—including #tation buildings, locomo-
Lives, oars, and warchouses filled with stores,
The josses were oue oflicor aud five men killed
and 10 wounded, Omn the 8th of June, 1864,
the regimont participuted in the attack on the
evemy’'s works in the rear of Petarsburg, Va., |
in which oue gun snd 50 prisoners were capt- |
ured, and a part of the regiment got juto the
edge of Lthe town.

I'rom the 218t to the 30th of June, 1804, the
regunont was engaged in the celebruted raid |
®f Kautw'sund Wilson's Divisions, baving for its
olject tho destruction of the Danville Railroad.
The loss in this raid to the regiment was 130
killed, wounded mnd missing, among which
were Caplaing Regynolds, Loomis, Bailey and
Eoberts, sand Licut, Tears, During July the
regiment remained in cnmp at Jones's Nook,
engaged in refliiting. Co, 1. was detached to the
Esswern Shore of Virginia on the 14th, relieving
Uo. G. Tho division was sulweguently nttached
to Gen, Sheridan's forces, and constituted a
part of ihe 15,000 cavalry with which be en-
gaged Lthe enemy &t Deep Bottom on the 20th.

From the 15th to the 26tk of August, 1564,
the regimont was enguged in all those impor-
tont and hard fought otions by meaus of which
the Weldon Rullrond was ocoupied and held by |
our forées, On the 20th Lieutl, Neilson was
killed, Many will recall his cxperiness fn
swordsmanship.

Weiler was a Sergeant at
the time, nand be was given twq men and was
ordered to proceed in advance on the side of
the mwountamn, while the company marched
along the road ut the base, a given point being
pumed where they were to rejoin the com-
mand.

The truth shounld be told and retold, that the
great sucrifioes for Union and liberty may be
ever fresh fo the minds of the people and duly
apprecigted,

The regiment to which I had the honor to
beloug—the 7 Wis,—did not do more than its
share of fighting at Gainesville, Fitzhugh's

| Crossing, Gettysburg, or &t any other battle,

According to the records of the War Depart.
meut it was engaged inonly 25 battles, and
did wot lose 50 per ceut. of its entire strength
in each battle. Nor did it capture regiments
und brigades of prisoners, yet it did its full
duty always and suffered severely.

A Blg Brigade at Peach Tree Creek,

EpiTor NATIONAL TRIBUNE: Licut, Roby's
“Peach Tree Creck,” in your issune of the 3d
iust., contains errors. Afler a lapse of 23 years
mistakes are excosable, No regiment in the
famous First Brigade, First Division, Four-
teenth Corps, wants to wear the laurels wou by
suy other., Our fighting was such that all
shuared the honors when won, and we “swore
jointly " at reverses. The brigade—composed
of the 104th 111, 15th Ky., 424 and 88th Ind.:
24, 334 and 9th Ohio; 10th and 21st Wis.—
was divided into two wings; the first four, the
left wing, commanded by Col. M. C. Taylor, of
the 15tk Ky., und the last five regiments, the
right wing, commanded by Col. Auson G, Me-
Oook, of the 24 Ohio, in the abseuce of Gen.
W. I Carlin, our regular comwandant. On
the 20th of July, 1864, our brigade eroz=ed Peach
Troe Croek at Howell's Miil, the left wing in
front and the right wing in the sccond line,
The 104tk 111 joined to the right of the Twen-
tieth Corps, with its right (104th's) retired to-
ward & ravine; next came the 16th Ky, in
echelon aeross the ravine, with the 85th and
424 Ind. to its right., The rebel attack was
with fury, and when they reached the right of
the 104th 11l snd found it retired, they mis-
took it for the oxtreme right of the army and
swung around to envelop it. In so doing they
exposcd themselves to s flank and enfilading
fire from the 16th Ky., which staggered them.
The 15th Ky, seecing their confusion, broke
over their (I15ih's) rode log barricades and
charged upon their flank, and at this point
commenced the rolling up of the rebel line,
which continued until they were driven into
their lines at Atlanta. The 104th 1L lost
beavily in this short engagement. The relels
plantod their battleflag on the log works of the
104th. Here for the first and only time [ saw
bayonetted men, it was Liecut, 8t John, (not
Johin Thomas, ) sn Ald on the brigado statl, who
was shololl' his horse just to our left. This
brigade, 1 think, was all of the Fourteenth
Corps that was in the battle of Peach Tree
Creek, and though vot large, yet it proved on
this oceasion, as the Fourtecuth Corps did on
many others, to be the saviug olause in the
battle,—~D. N, Suanr, Adjutant, 15th Ky, S8hel-
Lyville, Ky.

While standing in the
room the writer made a rush through a win-
dow, followed by his comrades, The sentries
fired upon them and a good deal of shooting
was heard while he was hiding in the adjacent
brush for two or thirce hours, but he never
gaw or heard of any of the other five. He
knows that the two meu of his regiment never
returnad.

Col
White's Brigade, after breaking throozh the
rebel lines, returned from Martinshuryz to Har-
per's Ferry just in time to get “seooped.”
